I constituent parts and reassembling 
j in new combinations has resulted 
in a great variety of new m ater­ 
ials being produced. Some of the 
new plastics can be moulded Into 
articles almost as hard and smooth 
j ss glass. Mr. Hemingway contin­ 
ued. Many of these exceed m etals 
in strength per unit of weight. 
Most folks understand th# work­ 
ing properties of the old fam iliar parade. 
, types of plywood, but recent im­ 
provements have 
made 
possible 
the manufacture of a 
laminated 
wood that is far stronger and more 
durable than heretofore. By coat­ 
ing thin sheets of wood with resin-
